‘Berlin Releases Baron Georg 
Sosnowski, Warsaw Woman 
and Two Men.

BERLIN, May 3.—Baron Georg 
Sosnowski, Polish spy whose activ- 


ities resulted in the beheading of 
two of his woman associates in 
espionage in Beriin, has been ex- 


changed for Germany's young es- 
pionage agent, Theodora Ogurek, it 
was learned today. The exchange 
took place nine days ago in great- 
est secrecy. 

It was the tripping up of Sosnow- 
ski, regarded by secret police as one 
of the most dangerous spies in Eu- 
rope, that disclosed to Germany 
that Baroness Benita von Falken- 
hayn and Frau Renate von Natz- 
mer were serving as spies against 
'their homeland. The two women 
|'were beheaded Feb. 


nowski was spared to be exchanged 
| forthree Germans—Ogurek Drazgzga, 
| her husband, Ernst Drazga, a na- 
| tive German, and a man not imme- 
diately identified, but characterized 
| by the Polish police as “a danger- 
ous spy.” 

Frau Drazga was born in Silesia 
'when that Province was part of 
‘Germany. Her family, Polish in 
origin, was Germanized for genera- 
tions, and her father was an of- 
ficer in the German army. So keen-

Provinces from Germany under the 
Versailles treaty that she 


regards as her fatherland. 

Drazga comes from a part of 
Silesia that remained German. He 
is, therefore, a German citizen.

U.S. TREASURY DEFICIT 


TONS ¥2, 768,000,000 


‘Government, Spending More 
Than It Is Receiving Despite 
Increase in Revenues, 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—When 
the Treasury books were closed 
April 30, after the first ten months 
of the current fiseal year, the 
Government, in the ten-month pe- 
riod, had apent $2,768,000,000 more 
than its revenues, despite the fact 
‘that revenues were well above those 
‘of the corresponding period last 
| year. 
| In April the public debt was re- 
‘duced by $149,000,000, from. $28,817,- 
100,000 to $28,668,000,000. The bal- 


ance in the general fund, from” 


which money for the reduction 
came, dropped $511,000,000. Money 
‘for current expenditures also was 
‘drawn from the general fund. 

| The reduction in outstanding ob- 
‘ligations, of course, was only a nib- 
ble on the sum total of the debt. 
For the period from June 30, when 
the fiscal year began, the total debt 
showed a net inerease of $1,614,000,- 


000 


For April the. Government §re- 
ceived in revenues $227,000,000, as 
‘compared with $182,000,000 in April, 
(1934. For the 10 months, revenues 
were $3,090,000,000, as against $2.- 
487,000,000 for the period a year 
ago. 

Expenditures this year for what 
the Treasury terms ‘general’ or 
“ordinary” outlays covering the 
‘routine cost of running the Govern- 
ment departments amounted to $2,- 
965,000,000, and $2,893,000,000 for 
emergency purposes -a grand total 
Of $5,859,000,000. For the first 10 
‘months of the last fiscal year the 
totals were $2,591,000,000 for general 
$3,230,000,000 for 
emergency purposes, or $5,822,000,- 
000 altogether. 

The April reduction in the publie 
debt was accounted for by the fact 
that the Government has heen pay- 
ing out cash to redeem a sizeable 
block of Liberty bonds and matur- 
ing short-term obligations instead 
of borrowing money to meet them.

Alanson C. Brown, former presi. 
dent and now general manager of., 
the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., who 
is co-defendant in an accounting 
suit filed by beneficiaries of a trust 
estate created by his father, the 
late Alanson D. Brown, took the | 
stand yesterday in Circuit Judge 
O’Malley's court at the twentieth 
day of the trial of the suit. 


Brown, a co-trustee of the estate, | 
told the court why he objected to 
the sale of stock of the shoe com- 
pany held by the trust, stating he 
did not believe any offers that were | 
made were reasonable. 

The trustees are charged in the 
suit with failure to comply with 
terms of A. D, Brown’s will direct- 
ing them to sell the shoe company 
stock within 15 vears from the time 
the will was probated, which was 
in 1913. The stock, now 101,000 
shares, is quoted at around $2.50 a 
share, although at one time it was 
worth around $70 a share, accord- 
ing to testimony. The trustees are 
charged with negligence. 

In connection with his testimony 
Brown said he was ready to listen 
to reason when propositions for 
sale of the stock developed. He 
succeeded his father as president of 
the company, serving in that capac- 
ity until 1928, when M. E. Single- 
ton became president. At one pe-| 
riod during the trust the company 
was earning dividends at an aver- 
age of 9 per cent a year, during

FRANCE 10 HELP 
RUSSIA REBUILD 
ITS RAILROADS 


This Is to Be Immediate 
Result of the Signing of 
Treaty for Mutual Assist- 
ance.

PARIS, May 3.—It was  au- 
thoritatively learned today that the 
French will assist Soviet Russia in 
rebuilding its Western frontier rail- 
ways and strategic road systems as 
an immediate result of the accord 
for mutual assistance between the 
Paris ana Muscow governments. 

The first outcome of the sign- 
ing of the treaty yesterday is ex- 
pected to be a consultation between 
the general army staffs of the two 
countries in order to determine 
Russia’s ability to transport troops 
rapidly in case of need. 

As soon as this is established, it 
was learned, plans will be drawn to 
aid Russia througn the use of 
French engineers and the sale to 
Russia of French materials, such 
as machinery and other manufac- 
tured products necessary for rail- 
road reorganization.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—Public 
officials and civic leaders from all 
over the country were in Wash- 
ington today to obtain more infor- 
mation about the $4,000,000,000 work 
relief program. 

Blanks to be filled out by appli- 
cants of projects have not yet been 
announced. The visitors also are 
waiting for an announcement as to 
the distribution of the relief popu- 
lation, which is to be a major factor 
in determining how much different 
sections shall get. 

Delegations, including Governors 
and small town councilmen, were 


given to understand that many of 
their questions would be answered 
within the next few days. 

Announcement by Ickes. 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
Public Works Administrator and 
chairman of the Work Relief Allot- 
ment Board, said yesterday that 
new PWA regulations would be 
drafted “very soon.” 

Harry L. Hopkins, Relief Admin- 
istrator, gave a similar pledge re- 
garding maps showing where the 
destitute unemployed are and where 
work sould be: provided. 

He cleared up one question of 
policy which has been a matter of 
doubt among the project and job 
seekers. Explaining President 
Roosevelt’s order that persons on 
relief rolls be given preference on 
work relief, Hopkins said that a 
person not on relief would not be 
given a job even though his re- 
sources might be exhausted. 

Hopkins said, however, that it 
might be necessary to-go outside 
the ranks of those on relief to 
obtain many skilled workers. He 
added that some unemployed who 
have not sought help from relicf 
agencies would be absorbed by pri- 
vate plants which will turn out the 
materials for work relief projects. 

Handling of Visitors. 

Persons seeking further informa- 
tion about the works program were 
greeted by a young woman at the 
Emergency Council’s new division 
of applications and information, in 
the Commercial National Bank 
Building. 

Almost all of them wanted per- 
sonal interviews with Frank C. 
Walker, director of the council, 
and occasionally one appeared to 
have arranged an appointment 
with him. Otherwise, unless un- 
usually insistent, the caller was di- 
rected to one of Walker’s assist- 
ants.

“If the overthrow of the’ international 
bankers cannot he accomplished in one 
wav, I swear to God that we will accom- 
plish it in another, One sees people in 
their desperation following another man 
who preaches: the cheapest kind of po- 
litical claptrap, promising $5000 a vear to 
the poor and $1,000,000 a year to the rich, 

Perhaps it seems visionary to look on 
and say: “Lasting reforms can only come 
by education and peaceful means. Noth- 
ing that is worth while can he accom- 
plished by force.” But a great ray of 
hope for this type of idealist has recent- 
Iv been given by scientists who have just 
made discoveries that are revolutionizing 
the whole theory of evolution of man. 

Dr. Leaky. who has been digging in 
East Africa, has just made the amaz- 
ing discovery that the bones of the earlv 
Stone Age man were small and light. 
You see, it was not brute strength, but 
intelligence and  ahilitv§ to co-operate 
with his kind that caused man to sur- 
vive.

The reason for this is that a few people with 
a little money in the super-holding company can 
control the destinies of hundreds of thousands of 
people who have their honest savings in operat- 
ing companies or first-line holding companies.

OLNG a certain kind of work for a ‘ong

gadget, a set of clews to what is coming. 
Little personal habits are devices that are 
not described in the books; that have no sci- 
entific value, and yet in actual practice were 
very well for him. Farmers and sailors are 
usually excellent weather prophets, though 
I never met two of them who followed ex- 
actly the same signs; they believe in certain 
signs because they have found them reliable. 

Now, the writing of comment on public af 
fairs calls for a continual sense of what the 
political weather is just about to be. Yet it is 
impossible for anyone to be all over the *oun- 
try at once and to see everyone and know 
What everyone is thinking. So newspaper 
men develop devices of various sorts by 
which they test opinion. 

Many of them sound absurd when de- 
scribed in cold print. For example, a political 
writer once told me he used to take the pu!se 
of’ Woodrow Wilson's emotional attitude by 
watching how often the word “very” ap- 
peared in a speech of Mr. Wilson's. He had 
found that when Mr. Wilson was least sure 
of himself, he put a “very” in front of all his 
adjectives, and generally doubled his adjec- 
tives as well. That, said my friend, was Mr 
Wilson's way of whistling when he had to 
pass a cemetery at night. 

Another Washington observer used to .ook 
to see how long Mr. Hoover's sentences were. 
and. particularly how.many~ dependent 
clauses were hanging on to their coat-tails. 
On davs when Mr. Hoover was unusual'v 
complicated, this newspaper man _ would 
shake his head and say: “The President has 
certainly heen worrving over that after \j,ear- 
Ing all the people he would like to pleas>.’ 

A very excellent device for testing opinion, 
which is widely used, is to identify someone 
In a group who can be depended upon to act 
as a faithful mirror of “what everyone is 
thinking.’ There are marvelous mirrors 
men and women who reflect, virtually with- 
out any distortion due to thought or infor- 
mation of their own, the state of mind of the 
impressive people in their trade or social 
group. They are indispensable to public men 
and journalists; a three-minute conversation 
on the telephone with one of them is often 
better than a referendum.

In a country as big as this,one, there al- 
most never is anvthing like unanimity of 
Opinion on any subject. Yet at the moment 
there is a great deal of talk about business 
confidence, and the talk is important to any- 
one who is interested in a revival of anter- 
prise. How is an observer to find out vhat 
the state of business confidence really ts 
and, better still, what is likely to be” 

Obviously, it is no good listening to politi- 
cians who are getting ready.to run for of- 
fice, or to writers who have gone out on the 
end of a limb by predicting the success or 
announcing the failure of the party in power 
or to spokesmen of special interests who are 
trying to drum up support for their cause. 
They all are saying, and certain of them 
even are believing, that the facts are what 
they hope they are. | 

My own particular ‘method of guessing at 
the state of confidence among those who ‘n 
the chief centers of population strike the 
keynotes of feeling among business men, is a 
gadget that I am almost ashamed to ae 
knowledge. It is the stock market average 
of industrial securities. 

In spite of all the learned discussion since

the crash of 1929 about what a bad bu:rume- 
ter the stock market ‘is, in practice 't ap- 
pears to me the best of all guides to business 
opinion. It may be a poor barometer, and I 
guess it often has been, of the real state of 
business, but as a reflector of business opin- 
ion, of the pulse of confidence, of whether 
the business community is just about to be 
hopeful or depressed, it is remarkably ie- 
pendable if it is used correctly. 
° a . * 

The main rule in using it correctly 1s. I 
think, to reverse the usual interpretation cf 
stock market, which says that stocks go wp 
because there is confidence, and vice versa. 
The thing works better on the assumption 
that when stocks go up, confidence increases 
and when they go down, confidence fails. At 
least, that’s how it has looked this wintér. 

From the middle of February to the mid- 
die of March, there was a four-week slump 
cr the stock market. Since the middle of 
March, there has been a six-week rise. By 
what appears to me more than a mere coin- 
cidence, the February-March slump was the 
period when .we heard from all sides -hut 
recovery had once again collapsed; that the 
President was on the rocks; that all his ex- 
periments were a failure; that he probably 
would not be re-elected. But since the mid- 
die of March, there has been a chorus of an- 
nouncements that we are having recovery 
anyway. in spite of everything. 

What is the explanation of these great 
changes in sentiment? While they have heen 
taking place, the underlying economic and 
political situation has not changed radically. 
There are the same relief rolls and the same 
deficits, the same Roosevelt reforms, approx- 
imately the same national income, the same 
degree of depression and recovery, 

It is hard to believe, therefore, that the 
stock market went down for four weeks and 
up for six weeks because business men, in- 
vestors and speculators had studied the 
whole situation and had reached one conclu- 
sion in February and another conclusion a 
month later, 

It appears much more probable to me thut 
their sentiments followed the market than 
that they governed it. Obviously, sentiment 
tends to breed sentiment, once a movement 
in either direction gets under way. But the 
interesting thing to determine is what starts 
a movement in a particular direction. It 
looks very much as if the real sequence of 
events is that the market turns; that specu- 
lative sentiment then reflects the turn, and 
then establishes the prevailing mood of the 
business community. 

* « . 

In other words, it is not the thermometer 
which in this case and at the present time 
registers the patient's temperature: it is 
watching the thermometer which raises ur 
lowers the patient’s fever. So naturally the 
question is: What governs the thermometer” 

If the trend of the stock market in tnese 
fairly short swings influences the trend of 
business sentiment, what is it that influ- 
ences the trend of the market? I use a gad- 
get which works pretty well. I make no 
scientific claims for it. It may be as foolish 
as it is going to sound. All I say is that I 
have been watching it for a few months and 
that it appears to predict fairly well the kind 
of thing I happen to be interested in, the 
general trend of the stock market, which in- 
fluences the state of business opinion.

TO WILLIAM T. HARRIS 


Convention Observes. Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of Birth 
of St. Louis Teacher. 


The St. Louis career of William 
Torrey Harris, teacher and philos- 
opher, and his Journal of Specula- 
tive Philosophy, were the subject 
of an address at Washington Uni- 
versity yesterday afternoon by 
Prof. E. L. Schaub of Northwest- 
ern University. 

The 100th anniversary of Dr. 
Harris’ birth, which occurs next 
September, was observed yesterday 
| by delegates to the thirty-sixth an- 
nual convention of the Western di- 
vision, American Philosophical As- 
sociation, meeting at the univer- 
sity. Other speakers on Dr. Harris 
and his work were Dr. Charles M. 
Perry of the University of Okla- 
homa and K. F. Leidecker of Rens- 
selaer Polytechnic Institute, Troy, 
IN, ms 

Prof. Schaub, in his discussion of 
“Harris and the Journal”, told, of 
Dr, Harris’ 22 years of service in 
the St. Louis schools, the last 12 
years as superintendent. He left 
that position in 1880 and returned 


'to New England to participate in 
the founding and the brief life of 
the Concord School of Philosophy. 


“City’s Cultural Primate.” 

“Significant indeed,’ the speaker 
said, “was the career Of Harris in 
St. Louis. He became the city's 
cultural primate, and continued to 
be until his departure for Concord. 
Gifted as a teacher and skilled as 
an administrator, rarely endowed 
with intellectual acumen and pos- 
sessed of perspective, he contribut- 
ed notably to those interests which 
a public school system is designed 
His promotions and his 


'al power and success. Indicative 
of his intellectual outlook is the 
system of cataloguing which he 


devised for the Public School Li- 
its adop- 


significant features 
by other important libraries of the 
country. 

“Possessed of zeal along with in- 
tellect, a missionary as well as a 
Harris extended his intel- 
lectual influence far beyond school 
walls. He directed private classes 


devoting themselves to an under- 
standing of Kant and Hegel, of 
Dante and of Goethe. More sig- 


nificant still was his participation 
in the life of the St. Louis Philoso- 
phical Societv.
